Delve into 
Hackney’s history

T HE Council has agreed 
a motion resolving to 
oppose plans by the 
Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, for inflation busting 
bus fare hikes. 


The increases, which will come 
into force from January, will 
raise the cost of a single pre paid 
Oyster bus journey from £1 to 
£ 1 . 20 . 

Over the course of a year, this 
mounts up to at least £263 for a 
household where two people go 
to work by bus. This is the 
equivalent of Hackney’s share of 
the Council Tax rising by nearly 
27 per cent. 


Hackney will be hit harder 
than most other London 
boroughs, because bus usage is 
very high here, and car 
ownership lower than virtually 
anywhere else in the Capital. 

The Council has created an 
e-card for residents - available 
on its website - to send to Mayor 
Johnson directly and let him

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On your side 

IT is important to me that Hackney Council is on the side of 
residents. This isn’t just a slogan: it’s why we are 
supporting our local people back into work (over 700 in the 
past year), why the Council must always seek more 
efficient ways to do things (already having saved more 
money than any other London borough), and why I am 
proposing that Hackney freeze its share of the Council Tax 
for the fifth year running - the only Council in the country 
to be doing this. 

However, it is also important that the Council stands up for 
Hackney when we come underfire: we led the campaign 
against Channel 4 when they claimed Hackney was the 
worst place in the country to live; we helped persuade the 
Government to reduce the rent rises for our tenants earlier 
this year, and now - following the passing of a motion at a 
Full Council meeting - the Council is opposing the Mayor 
of London’s proposed bus and tube fare rises. 

The fare rises that the Mayor of London is proposing will 
hit hardest the Hackney residents we need to help most: 
people in lower-paid jobs who rely on public transport to 
get to work and for whom, during the current recession, 
every penny counts. 

For a couple who use the bus to get to work, these fare 
rises are the equivalent of a 27 per cent rise in Hackney’s 
Council Tax, or the same as almost doubling the Mayor of 
London’s share of the Council Tax. 

Whilst Hackney has been able to keep the borough’s share 
of Council Tax at 2005 levels, without cutting services, this 
proposed fare hike is also due to be accompanied by bus 
service reductions.

She 
asked me about being a 
tour guide and asked if it 
was difficult keeping up, 
given the changes to the 
Park are so rapid. 


“I told her I was very 
impressed by how quickly 
everything is progressing 
and that being a guide gives 
me a chance to share my 
passion for the Games with 
others. The thing I really 
remember is how much she 
smiled when we were 
chatting.” 

Sarah is one of four 
residents who passed the 
Olympic Park Tour 
Guiding programme. The 
guides are now paid to take 
members of the public 
around the site.

F IFTEEN years after 
retiring from a 
successful career as a 
professional boxer 
James Cook MBE still pulls 
no punches. 

The former European 
Super Middleweight 
champion is now the 
figurehead of The Pedro 
Club - a thriving centre for 
young people on Rushmore 
Road, which caters for 
those interested in 


everything from boxing to 
gentler disciplines such as 
singing, dancing, and 
creating fashion and art. 

James works as an 
outreach worker for 
Rathbone, a national 
voluntary youth 
organisation. He has helped 
over 500 young people into 
full-time work since 2000, 
and received nationwide 
attention for his work 
encouraging young people 
to embrace a positive 
lifestyle. He said: “All I ask 
is that when they enter the 



Working with young 
people wasn’t a new 
experience. He had already 
spent more than a decade 
doing so before retiring 
from boxing. 

James has been a 
Hackney resident for 27 
years, and lives here with 
his wife, three daughters 
and son. 

He believes in giving back 
to the community. 
“Whatever your field, it’s 
only right you go back and 
show people that if I can do 
it, so can you,” he said. 

His favourite part of the 
borough? “Apart from the 
Pedro, it has to be Hackney 
Downs. I’ve always gone 
there to train and it’s the 
kind of place where you can 
just run, and do your thing. 
It’s a great open space,” he 
explained. 

The Pedro Club was 
established in 1929, and 
revived in the 1960s, thanks 


to a donation from 
Hollywood film star 
Elizabeth Taylor, who 
remains a patron today. 

Around the turn of the 
millennium, James set out 
to revitalise it after another 
period of decline, and the 
club re-opened in 2003. 

In 2006, he returned to 
the public eye in the 
Channel 4 show ‘Secret 
Millionaire’. The club 
received a much-needed 
£20,000 boost to build a 
music studio. 

If it receives enough 
public votes between 23 
and 27 November, it will 
win up to £50,000 in 
People’s Millions Lottery 
Fund cash to set up a choir 
and orchestra. 

James was awarded an 
MBE for services to Youth 
Justice in Hackney in June 
2007. “Talking to the 
Queen was one of the only 
times I got nervous!” joked 


the man who has faced 
down boxing greats such as 
Errol Christie, Michael 
Watson and Herol Graham. 
“I even offered her one of 
my vests,” he laughed. 

Before speaking to 
Hackney Today, James had 
spent the early morning 
training one of his stable of 
boxers. By the end of our 
interview, the first young 
people were banging on the 
door to use the facilities. 

He muses: “Twenty years 
ago, it was difficult to get to

Good growing

N EXT time you 
wander past a 
church or hospital 
take a second look 
- there may be a spot for 
growing fruit and veg. 

Across Hackney, patches 
of land are being 
transformed into miniature 
allotments, as part of 
London-wide initiative, 
Capital Growth. Small 
areas of underused land 
owned by local 
organisations are being 
turned into vegetable 
patches. The scheme aims 
to transform the city by 


creating 2,012 new food 
growing spaces by 2012. 

Capital Growth, funded 
by the Lottery and the 
Mayor of London, was 
developed in response to 
increasing waiting lists for 
allotments. 

In its first phase, from 
November 2008 to March 
2009, funding was granted 
to develop 70 new food 
growing spaces in London. 


In Hackney, there are 
nine projects, including one 
at St Leonard’s Hospital in 
Hoxton. 

Paul Gates, a founding 
member of the group, who 
works at St Leonard’s, said: 
“Gardening is one of those 
activities that bring people 
together from all different 
parts of the organisation, 
including staff who are 
now using the club with

Other projects include a 
roof garden at Dalston’s 
Areola Theatre, a plot at St 
Paul’s Church, N16, and a 
project being run by 
residents of Farleigh Road, 
N16.

Roving water plants for 201 2 


MORE than 300,000 
wetland plants are set to 
create a colourful riverside 
setting at the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

The plants were grown 
by wetland experts Salix in 
its Welsh nursery, before 
being moved to waterbeds 
and pallets in Norfolk. 


They are due to be 
planted in the Olympic 
Park from next spring. 
Around a third of the 
plants have been grown 
using cuttings and seeds 
collected in and around 
the Park before 
construction began in 
2008. Visitors to the Park 
during and after the 


Games will be able to 
enjoy sloping riverbanks, 
riverside cycle and foot 
paths, wetlands, reedbeds, 
ditches and swales, ponds 
and rare wet woodlands. It 
is hoped the wetland 
plants in these areas will 
provide new habitats for a 
range of native and rare 
species. 


London 2012 
Chairman, Sebastian Coe, 
said: “We set out to ensure 
that the Olympic Park was 
just that - a park which as 
well as being home to 
fantastic sporting venues, 
can be enjoyed by local 
residents, visitors and 
families for generations to 
come.”

Don’t let autumn leaves go to waste

GARDENS and corners 
overflowing with reddened 
autumn leaves are a 
traditional sight at this 
time of year. 

One way to keep the 
borough green with this 
annual addition to outdoor 
spaces is through leaf 
moulding. 

By filling bin liners with 
a quarter of moist leaves, 
tying the bag and 
puncturing it with small 
holes to encourage 
air circulation a 
perfect soil 
conditioner will be 
created for plants. 

Due to their 
slow decaying 
nature, leaves take 
longer than other 


natural materials to break 
down so the process 
takes at least 12 
months. After this 
time, a rich, crumbly 
leaf mould is left 


over.

Boys’ eye views 


By Rebecca Hobson 


I WISH I remembered more from being a 1 0- 
year-old. An age where the imagination still 
reins triumphant: where boys live in flower 
pots, ghosts inhabit pavements and socks 
are all powerful. 

These are just some of the wonderfully 
surreal images I’m left with after visiting the 
Kingsmead Eyes exhibit at the V&A Museum 
of Childhood. 

The images, taken by schoolchildren over 
the course of six months (see p21 ), offer the 
viewer an intimate portrait of life at that 
peculiarly impressionable age. 

Each photo has a hand written description 
attached and these are often poignant in 
their frank honesty. Everyday occurrences 
such as telephone calls become captured 
and isolated moments, immortalised and 


laden with unanswerable questions. 

The work of Gideon Mendel, the 
professional photographer who mentored 
the children through the project, runs 
alongside that of his students. 

His images feel more direct and less 
ambiguous. They present an interesting 
counter, rendering the young people’s work 
even more intimate - the child insiders and 
the adult outsider. 

Viewed as a whole, the images invite a 
compelling, almost voyeuristic, journey 
through a beautiful and diverse community. 
Individually, each photo provides an 
alternative, often intuitive, insight into 
another life. Lives that resonate with 
wonder and hope.

T o ‘grangerise’ was 
first defined by the 
Oxford English 
Dictionary in 1882. 

However, it was a 
practise that had long been 
fashionable - whereby 
published books were 
extended by the insertion 
of additional prints, 
cuttings, and 
engravings. 

It was named 
after Joseph 
Granger (1723- 
1776) whose 
‘Biographical 
History of 
England’, 
published in 
1769, was bound 
with extra blank 
pages to allow 
readers to add their 
own illustrative 
material. 

Granger believed 
that collecting such 
items was extremely 
important, although 
he himself never 
actually added them 
to books, preferring 
to store them loose in 
portfolios. 

A very useful source 
for researching the 
early history of 
Shoreditch is Henry 
Ellis’s ‘The history and 
antiquities of the parish 
of Saint Leonard 
Shoreditch and Liberty of 
Norton Folgate in the 
suburbs of London’, 
published in 1798. 

The Local Studies 
Library at Hackney 
Archives holds copies of 
the Shoreditch history, 


three of which have been 
‘grangerised’. 

Ellis (1777-1869) was 
born in the parish of St 
Botolph without 
Bishopsgate - the church 
still stands in Bishopsgate, 
near Liverpool Street 
Station. 

His father John Ellis was 
master of the free school in 
nearby Primrose Street. 

Henry himself was 
educated at the Mercers’ 

School in Budge Row 
then granted a 
scholarship to the 
Merchant Taylor’s 
School in 1788. In 
1796, he went to St 
John’s College, 

Oxford and remained 
there after 
graduating, being 
appointed assistant 
at the Bodleian 
Library. 

In 1800, he moved 
back to London 
when he became 
extra assistant in 
the British 
Museum’s printed 
books department. 

Ellis wrote many 
works on 
antiquarian and 
historical subjects, 
his account of 
Shoreditch being 
the earliest, and 
dedicated to 
fellow 
antiquarian 
Richard Gough 
(1735-1809). 

The three grangerised 
volumes held at Hackney

Archives are all different. 
One copy belonged to Ellis 
himself, with many pages 
containing his handwritten 
notes and amendments to 
the original text as well as 
maps, portraits, leaflets 
and newspaper cuttings 
carefully inserted or pasted 
onto the pages. 

Who was responsible for 
grangerising the other two 
copies is unknown, 
although one is very grand 
indeed. It is a later edition 
from 1 844, split into 
three separate 
volumes and 
bound in smart 
red leather with 
gold leaf inlay, 
and packed with 
an amazing 
array of extra 
illustrations, 
maps, letters, 
pamphlets and 
other ephemera. 

The fact that 
each of the three 
grangerised 
volumes are now 
very different from 
their original 
published versions 
makes them 
something of a headache 
when it comes to 
cataloguing - what would 
Ellis the librarian have 
done with them? 

But for those interested 
in the history of Shoreditch 
they are a treasury of 
images and information, 
each copy adding colour 
and character to Ellis’s 
original research.

Bye to the bendy bus 

PASSENGERS flagged down their last number 38 bendy 
bus when the infamous fleet was withdrawn from service 
on 14 November.

“WHEN I started there were 
just rows and rows of books 
and a few vinyl records,” 
said Jackie, who joined 
Hackney’s libraries on 1 
October, 1975. 

“Cassettes and videos 
came a few years later, then 
DVDs and now we’re 
looking at eBooks and 
downloadable spoken word 
files. Libraries have 
changed because society 
has changed,” she added. 
Jackie and her team 
promote independent 
learning in the community.

The percentage 
of students getting five or more 
good GCSEs has more than 
doubled in the past seven years to 
66 % , and the borough has four 
brand new secondary schools, 
with a fifth opening next year. On 
top of that, £167 million is being 
invested in the refurbishment and 
rebuild of our existing schools, 
under the Building Schools for the 
Future (BSF) programme. This 
means that every pupil in the 
borough will have access to the 
first class buildings and facilities 
they deserve and need to fulfil 
their true potential. This feature 
explains how BSF is working 
to improve Hackney’s schools, 
making them fit for the 21 st 
century.

The Department for Children, Schools and 
Families has provided Hackney Council with 
£1 67 million to rebuild or renew every secondary 
and special educational needs school in 
Hackney. The objective is to provide students 
with 21st century learning environments and to 
make Hackney a great place to learn. 

The Hackney BSF programme has been 
developed by Hackney Council in partnership 
with The Learning Trust and is being delivered by 
Mouchel Babcock Education (MBE), a consulting 
and business services private partnership. 

The values of this partnership are based on the 
‘Every Child Matters’ Government programme, 
which aims to ensure children are healthy, 
safe, make a positive contribution, and achieve 
economic wellbeing. 

What are the benefits of the Building 
Schools for the Future Programme? 

BSF is more than just a building 
project. It engages teachers, parents 
and pupils to be actively involved 
in creating the vision for their new 
school. 

By designing 21st century learning 
environments, Hackney BSF aims to: 

• Raise education standards through 
well designed, multipurpose 
buildings with state-of-the-art 
facilities 

• Provide easy-to-use information 
and communication technology to 
transform teaching and learning 

• Create schools that offer facilities 
to the wider Hackney community

Phase One Schools - Under Construction 


Building work commenced in late 2008 on all the phase one schools. Construction 
at the three sites has been scheduled to cause as little disruption to the students’ 
education as possible. 


The schools benefiting from the first phase of 
the Hackney Building Schools for the Future 
programme are: 

Clapton Girls’ Technology College 

This school has already benefited from the 
programme with the first of their renovated 
buildings opening in September for the 
2009-10 school year. The final stages of 
the project, which involves construction of two 
new blocks and remodelling of large parts of 
the current campus, are on schedule for 
completion by June 201 0. 

The school’s new facilities include: 

• Specially designed facilities for the new 
sixth form college and special educational 
needs areas 

• Modern science labs and expressive 
arts spaces 

• New dining hall with four classrooms 
above and a new Assembly Hall 

Hackney Free & Parochial 
CE Secondary School 

This school has benefited from a new assembly 
hall with classrooms on target for completion 
by April 201 0. The rest of the £1 7 million newly 
built campus is on schedule to be ready by 
April 201 1 with external areas completed by 
December 2011. 


Stoke Newington School 


This school has also completed stage one 
of construction with the refurbished facilities 
opening in September 2009. The extensive 
renovation and extension plans for the rest 
of the school, including the new central wide 
‘street’ to ease congestion between lessons 
will be finished by September 201 0. 

The school’s new facilities include: 

• A professional standard high-tech drama 
theatre with an audience capacity of 200 

• Contemporary games hall covering 
6,500 sq ft 

• New sixth form facilities and a new and 
refurbished music department 



The school’s new facilities include: 

• A complete rebuild on the school’s current 
site with new modern facilities 

• High-tech sports centre and outdoor 
training grounds 

• State-of-the-art information and 
communication technology facilities 
and a brand new library

Phase Two Schools - Planning Stage 


The schools benefiting from the second 
phase of delivery of the Hackney Building 
Schools for the Future programme are: 

Haggerston School 


Our Lady’s Convent High School 


This school’s current facilities are to be 
updated to ensure the school can provide 
the modern amenities for all students. 


This school is an early 1 960’s grade II listed 
building designed by Erno Goldfinger, a key 
member of the architectural ‘Modern Movement’. 
The heritage status and the original features of 
this building will be conserved. 


Construction is scheduled to begin during the 
201 0 summer holidays and expected to be 
completed in time for autumn term 201 2. 
Works will include refurbishment and significant 
extensions that will allow the school to offer co- 
educational and sixth form facilities. 


The school’s proposed new facilities include: 

• Expanding the school campus to include a 
sixth form college 

• A brand new science and technology block 

• Landscaping of the five acre spacious grounds 


Cardinal Pole Catholic School 


In June 2009, Our Lady’s Convent High 
School entered a ‘vision review’ process which 
includes re-examining curriculum delivery, design 
priorities and school aspirations. It is expected 
that the design for the new campus will be 
developed in autumn 2009. 


Construction is estimated to commence in 
September 201 0 and will take approximately 
two years to complete. 


The school’s proposed new facilities include: 

• Social areas enabling students to mix 
together creating a greater sense 

of community 

• Improved laboratories and workshops to 
provide a greater range of vocational courses 

• Modern library facilities including 
computer access centres

Phase Three Schools - Special 
Education (SEN) and Referral Units (PRU) 


This school is currently split across two campuses 
on Kenworthy Road and Victoria Park Road. As 
part of the design, the school will be unified on 
a single modern campus with the proposed 
location on Morning Lane. 

In June 2009, Cardinal Pole Catholic School 
reviewed curriculum delivery, design priorities and 
school aspirations. It is expected that the design for 
the new campus will be developed in autumn 2009. 

Construction is estimated to commence in 
September 201 0 and will take approximately two 
years to complete. 

The school’s proposed new facilities include: 

• A state-of-the-art campus on a single site 

• Easy-to-use and accessible information and 
communication technology facilities 

• Modern PE and sports facilities 


The Council, The Learning Trust and Mouchel 
Babcock Education are strongly committed to 
ensuring equalities in education and meeting 
the needs of all Hackney pupils. 

The third phase of the Building Schools for the 
Future programme will see the modernisation 
of Hackney’s Special Education Needs (SEN) 
schools and Pupil Referral Units (PRUs). The 
initial stages of stakeholder engagement 
and programme planning are underway and 
The Council, The Learning Trust and Mouchel 
Babcock are working closely to deliver: 


• New facilities at Stormont, Downsview, 
Horizon and Ickburgh Special Schools; 

• Reprovision of the secondary PRUs; 

• Increased pupil places to reflect population 
growth, increased diagnosis for pupils with 
Emotional and Behavioural Difficulties with 
an ambition to become a regional Centre 
of Excellence. 

The Borough remains committed to a policy of 
inclusion and committing appropriate resource 
to serving SEN requirements in Hackney.

Secondary Schools in Hackney 

This year Hackney achieved its best ever GCSE results. Furthermore, 80 per cent of the borough’s secondary schools have also individually 
achieved results higher than last year’s national average and the percentage of pupils gaining 5A*-C GCSE has more than doubled from around 
30 to 70 per cent in the course of seven years, since 2002. 


Our ambitious programme of building will deliver state of the art learning facilities for nearly 7000 students across the borough by 2012.
